WASHINGTON <AP*-The Sen­ 
ate Foreign Relations Committee 
voted 16 to 1 Thursday to urge 
that the

reservation the treaty to ban all 
nuclear 
testing

ground. 
Two moves to delay action on 
the pact were rejected 11 to 5. 
A 10-7 vote defeated an effort to 
demand from the Kennedy ad­ 
ministration 
all 
correspondence 
between Washington and Moscow 
leading up to and during negotia­ 
tion of the treaty. 
The 
senators, 
acting 
swiftly, 
weighed more than two weeks of 
conflicting testimony by military 
and scientific experts and politi­ 
cal leaders, and agreed to take 
the treaty to the Senate floor on 
Monday, Sept. 9. 
It was agreed that the .commit- 
tee would include in its report to 
the Senate the U.S. “ understand­ 
ings” and “ interpretations” of the 
meaning of the treaty's terms. 
Former President Dwight D. Ei- 
senhower was among those who 
had urged reservations to clarify 
what 
they 
consider 
dangerous, 
ambiguous language.

Passing Of The 
Salami Tactician 


Maty as Rako si. ex -dictato r o f Hungary , died 
almo st unno ticed in a Mo sco w ho spital the o ther 
day . His career fo llo wed a ro utine Red path. 
But he deserv es to be remembered fo r co in­ 
ing a memo rable, frank phrase which sums up 
the strategy o f Co mmunists taking o v er go v ern­ 
ments in which they start o ut as a mino rity . 
He called it "salami tactics,” defined it as 
“ demanding a little mo re each day . like cutting 
up a salami, thin slice afte* thin slice.” He was 
describing ho w he to o k o v er Hungary after 
Wo rld War II by gradually whittling Cabinet 
ministers do wn to size. 
Once in po wer, Co mmunists use a cleav er. 
Thus in 194 9 , at Stalin’s request, Rako si put 
Fo reign Minister Laszlo Rajk o n trial fo r treaso n 
and frightened o r drugged him into abject pub­ 
lic co nfessio n and a plea that he deserv ed to be 
hanged. Rako si o bliged. 
In 
19 5 6 , 
Rajk 
was 
"rehabilitated” 
and 
Rako si was fired as dictato r. But he remained 
o n the high lev el o f Po litbureau member. Rajk’s 
rehabilitatio n left him o n a much lo wer lev el— 
the grav e. 
A y ear ago Rako si was fired fro m 
Po litbureau and party "fo r abso lute po litical 
respo nsibility fo r miscarriages o f justice based 
o n fo rged ev idence.” 
The salami slicer and hatchet man was be­ 
latedly cut do wn, but his life was spared. 
He

Matyas Rakosi. ex-dictator of Hungary, died 
almost unnoticed in a Moscow hospital the lither 
day His career followed a routine Bed path. 
But he deserves to be remembered for coin­ 
ing a memorable, frank phrase which sums up 
the strategy of Communists taking over govern­ 
ments in which they start out as a minority. 
He called it ‘ salami tactics.” defined it as 
"demanding a little more each day, like cutting 
up a salami, thin slice after thin slice 
He was 
describing how he took over Hungary after 
World War ll by gradually whittling Cabinet 
ministers down to size. 
Once in power. Communists use a cleaver 
Thus in 1949, at Stalin's request, Rakosi put 
Foreign Minister Laszlo Rajk on trial for treason 
and frightened or drugged him into abject pub­ 
lic confession and a plea that he deserved to he 
hanged 
Rakosi obliged. 
In 
1956, 
Rajk 
was "rehabilitated” 
and 
Rakosi was fired as dictator. But he remained 
on the high level of Politbureau member. Rajk s 
rehabilitation left him on a much lower level— 
the grave. 
A year ago Rakosi was fired from 
Politbureau and party “ for absolute political 
responsibility for miscarriages of justice based 
on forged evidence." 
The salami slicer and hatchet man was be­ 
latedly cut down, but his life was spared. He 
had after all done yeoman service for the cause. 
But the phrase he coined lives on. a timeless 
warning.

World Of Mao Tse-Tung 


To Americans, it is rather obvious that the Negroes’ 
push for protection of their rights under the Fourteenth 
Amendment is part and parcel of the aspiration of a 
people for acceptance as members of the great U S. 
middle class. 
The Negro wants to be like everybody 


else. a person who can own property, speak as he 
wishes, be served a cup of coffee anywhere without 
encountering animosity, and get a job without reference 
to matters of pigmentation. 
To certain areas of the outer world, however, the 
£ 
surge of the Negroes has "proletarian” overtones. This 
delusion has had its most pronounced effect in Red 
China, where, according to a report printed in the 
weekly bulletin put out by the Taiwan Chinese in New 
York City, the Mao Tse-tung government has "set up 
a special agency for the purpose of promoting racial 
strife in the United States and elsewhere.” Mao evi­ 
dently takes his "leadership of the world’s colored 
people” with great seriousness for he has put his new 
agency under the direction of three extremely influen­ 
tial Red Chinese Pooh-bahs. They are Liu Ning-i, chair­ 
man of the Communist AU China Federation of Trade 
Unions, Liu Chang-sheng. president of the Red China- 
Africa Friendship Association, 
and 
Liao Cheng-chi, 
chairman of the Overseas Chinese Affairs Commission. 


"The speedy development of the struggle of 
American Negroes.” said .Mao in a 1.000-word state­ 
ment 
accompanying 
the 
announcement 
of 
the 
creation of the new "ra cia l strife” unit, 
"is a 
manifestation of the sharpening class struggle and 
national struggles within the United States. . . . 
I call upon the workers, peasants, revolutionary in­ 
tellectuals . . . to unite against the racial dis­ 
crimination practiced by U.S. im perialism and to 
support the Am erican Negroes in their struggle 
against racial discrimination.” As for the Kennedy 
civil rights program, it is, to Mao, "two-faced 
tactics . . . an attempt to lull the fighting w ill of 
the 
Negro 
people 
and 
to 
deceive 
the 
masses 
throughout the country.” Mao is not against accept­ 
ing help from ‘‘enlightened" whites, but Kennedy, 
to him, is not enlightened. 


Mans 
statement 
was 
issued 
ostensibly 
at 
the 
request of Robert F Williams, a North Carolina Negro 
who. according lo the Taiwan Chinese news bulletin, 
"has sought refuge in Cuba ” Since many of Cuba's 
Negroes are risking their lives daily to escape from 
Fidel Castro’s paradise, Mr. Williams’s choice of abode 
can hardly be taken as a true expression of his race’s 
opinion or its will. 
What impresses one Chiefly about Mao Tse-tung’s 
reaction to the American Negroes’ demands is its 
archaic flavor. 
The Red Chinese dictator sees the 
world through the spectacles of forty years ago. Those 
were the days when our Lothrop Stoddards and our 
Madison Grants were writing books that bore such 
titles as "The Rising Tide of Color” and "The Passing 
of the Great Race.” In fighting a war against the 
"Nordic” 
supremacist, 
Hitler, 
however, 
Americans 
rather lost their taste for books that envisioned the 
future as a great war of the races. 
Even the Euro­ 
pean and American Communists, though they mani­ 
festly continue to fish in the troubled waters of local 
racial demonstrations for "rights,” gave up on the 
apocalyptic ideas that Mao Tse-tung is now embracing. 
A generation ago the European and American Com­ 
munists were calling for "self-determination of the 
American black belt." But when it became clear to 
them 
that 
only 
the 
Black 
Muslims 
want 
"self- 
determination” in a "belt" of their own. the European 
and American Communists decided to make a right- 
about-face and return to the world of reality. 


Mao’s decision to try to make the world a 
racial shambles ignores the whole underlying nio- 
tive of the Am erican Negro organizations that are 
behind the current drives for "eq u ality." I he Negro 
wants to be ‘‘integrated" in a social context that is 
entirely middle class. 
He wants to be able to live 
in a suburb, to have a refrigerator and a television 
set in a house that is financed under conventional 
mortgage arrangements, and to drive a Detroit- 
made car to a non-discriminatory beach. He wants 
conventional schooling of a type that w ill enable 
him 
to 
hold 
down 
a 
job 
with 
a 
capitalistic 
corporation. 


Maybe the Negro, in pushing for Federal help in 
getting his desires in states that are slow- to respond, 
is straining the U.S. Constitution, which left the pro­ 
tection of civil liberties to local authorities under the 
Tenth Amendment 
But whatever the Constitutional 
aspects of the struggle may be. the Negro wants to 
rise in the American world, not fall. 
He is not in­ 
terested in being a "proletarian” ; he wants to be right 
up there with the middle class Joneses.

Would the Negro leaders of today 
venture to quote what Lincoln ac­ 
tually said in his public speeches 
more than IOO years ago? 


Is 't generally realized, for in­ 
stance, that Lincoln didn’t favor 
the social equality of Negroes and 
whites and frankly stated that he 
didn't believe this should be es­ 
tablished by law or otherwise? 
Also, would what Lincoln had to 
say about the legitimacy of "re ­ 
sisting” court decisions be ap­ 
proved today by the members of 
the American Bar Association who 
voted recently for 
a 
resolution 
condemning the effort of certain 
groups to correct by legal methods 
rulings of the Supreme Court of 
the United States considered to 
be unjust and arbitrary? 
Yet ifs all in a book publish­ 
ed in 1958 by the Library of Con­ 
gress, 
giving 
the 
stenographic 
records 
of speeches 
made 
by 
Abraham Lincoln in his famous 
debates with Stephen A. Douglas. 
Lincoln denounced slavery, and 
then explained his position on the 
race problem 
generally as 
he 
said: 
" I have no purpose to introduce 
political and social equality be­ 
tween the white and the black 
races. There is a physical differ­ 
ence between the two, which in 
my judgment will probably for­ 
ever forbid their living together 
upon the footing of perfect equal­ 
ity, and inasmuch as it becomes 
a necessity that there must be a 
difference. I, as well as Judge 
Douglas, am in favor of the race 
to which I belong having the su­ 
perior position. 
" I have never said anything to 
the contrary, but I hold that he 
is as much entitled to these as 
the white man. 
I 
agree 
with 
Judge Douglas, he is not my equal 
in many respects — certainly not

in color, perhaps not in moral or 
intellectual endowment But in the 
right to eat the bread, without 
leave of anybody else, which his 
own hand earns, he is my equal 
and the equal of Judge Douglas, 
and the equal of every living 
man. . . . 
"W hat next"1 Free them and 
make them politically and socially 
our equals? My own feelings will 
not admit of this; and if mine 
would, we well know that those 
of the great mass of white people 
will not. Whether this feeling ac­

A B E L T BU C K LE — The belt 
buckle has become the symbol of 
the frustrations of Armed Forces 
unification at the Pentagon. And 
so far, the advocates of apartness 
are out in front. 
When Robert S McNamara be­ 
came secretary of Defense, he 


pledged to achieve a greater de­ 
gree of unification 
among the 
services as a means of saving 
money and increasing efficiency. 


McNamara has had inter-agen­ 
cy committees working on the 
project ever since, and deadlines 
have passed But so far they have 
been unable to arrive at a stan­ 
dardized size and design for a 
single belt buckle that can be 
worn with the uniforms of the 
Army, Navy and Air Force 


None of the services has been 
willing to give ground and accept 
a buckle that would not be com­ 
pletely 
harmonious 
with

the surface one would think that 
McNamara had the power to ar­ 
bitrarily pick a buckle design and 
simply order all the services to 
use it.

favor of making voters or jurors 
of Negroes, nor of qualifying them 
to hold office, nor to intermarry 
with white people

in addition to this that there is 
a physical difference between the

The same year Lincoln bitterly 
criticized the Supreme Court for 
its decision 
in the 
Dred 
Scott 
case upholding slavery as a prop­ 
erty right. He said of the decision: 


"W e propose so resisting it as 
to have it reversed if we can, and 
a new 
judicial rule established 
upon this subject." 


Lincoln in another speech quot­ 
ed with approval a letter from 
Thomas Jefferson, written in 1820, 
which declared that, if the judges 
of the Supreme Court are to be 
considered as “ the ultimate arbi­ 
ters of all constitutional 
ques­ 
tions,” this could be a "very dan­ 
gerous doctrine indeed and one 
which would place us under the 
despotism of an oligarchy.” 
So, irrespective of the homage 
paid to Abraham 
Lincoln 
this 
week for a particular purpose, 
there are 
plenty 
of 
quotations 
which, if uttered by anyone else 
today, would cause many whites 
and Negroes to denounce such a 
spokesman as a "racist” or "ex­ 
tremist.” Yet the 
fact is that 
many people who want to see the 
Negro given every opportunity to 
advance in the economic field and 
enjoy the political privileges and 
benefits of life probably share the 
historic views of Abraham Lin­ 
coln.
